Part-Time  Student:   For  reporting  purposes  a  part-time  student  in  Montana 
is  one  taking  less  than  12  credit  hours. 

Fu I  I -Ti  me  Student:   For  reporting  purposes  a  full-time  student  in  Montana 
is  one  taking  12  or  more  credit  hours. 

First-Time  Beginning  Freshman:   One  who,  in  the  current  semester,  term, 
quarter,  or  session,  entered  higher  education  for  the  first  time. 

Full-Time  Equivalent  (FTE):   In  Montana,  15  student  credit  hours  for 

undergraduate  and  12  student  credit  hours  for  graduates  is  considered 
the  full  time  equivalent.
